World. 
H is New Europe and Old Amerl 


oat It is New Europe, a land of unde- 
veloped possibilities, abounding in oppor- 
tunity for keen captains of industry. 
It 


is mature America, the exemplar of mod- 
ern industrial methods, perfected meohan 
leal ideas, and ripe economic policy. 


This conception of a new Europe, look- 


ing toward rrfature America for the beat 
illustrations of Industrial development, 
was novel enough when I first encount- 
ered it, but it becomes familiar as one 
BOBS from country to country and sees 
field after field rich in opportunities for 
the introduction of better methods, the 
application of better mechanical Ideas, 
and the planting of more correct econom- 
ic policies. It was in Rome that I first 
met this thought of a new Europe. I was 
told that Italy was bat thirty years old, 
that the present economic life date* back 
only to 1870, and that the modern Roman 
Is today an industrial pioneer in a virgin 
country. Such a thought applied to al- 
most the oldest European civilization is 
especially striking, but every other coun- 
try of Europe offers illustrations; of the 
trutn of the paradox. We not only find 
that Italy has suddenly awakened to the 
possibilities of conserving the force of her 
enormous water-power, and is beginning a 
great movement to turn into electnoaf 
energy numberless cascades ajad rapids, 
but an examination of the' Industrial side 
of every other nation, shows n^ncj| that is 
•till unhewn and unwrqught.

DOVLESTOWH. 


The announcement df the death of 


County Commissioner Oallahan was heard 
with regret by the residents of Doyles- 
town, where Mr. Oallahan, by his agree- 
able personality, had made many friends, 


'ho regarded him as a faithful, conscient- 


ous official. 


After going dry for some months owing 


to violations of the liquor laws Dublin is 
to have a licensed hotel again with the 
understanding that the former proprietor 
is to have no interest in the place. The 
successful applicant is Albert O. Book- 
man, who applied for a license on Thurs- 
day last. 


Another argument in the Neshamlny el- 


evated railway case took place Saturday, 
the proceeding concerning the filing of a 
bond. The Court held tho matter under 
advisement. Former arguments were re- 
peated, the one side declaring that the 
project was merely a subterfuge to obtain 
right of way and the other side denying it, 


TOWNSHIP ELECTION CONTEST. 
Upon the ground that a nomination was 


illegal bceause made by acclamation in- 
stead of by ballot, an effort was mad% to 
upset through the courts on Saturday the 
action of the Repbulican caucus of Bristol 
township so far as the nomination of sup- 
ervisor was concerned. Charles H. Mint- 
zer, Jr., was the petitioner, represented 
by William 0. Mayne, Esq. It was also 
claimed that the nomination was made be- 
fore the hour specified in the notice to 
oters. 
The circumstances that led to the pro- 


ceeding were as follows' 
In making nom- 


inations for Supervisor Caleb T. Headley 
received 86 votes, Mintzer, the petitioner, 
76, Jasper Lorimer 15, and Isaac Tyson 3, 
while Samuel Dpdike was nominated by 
acclamation. 
The names of Headley, 


who received the highest vote by ballot, 
and Updyke, who received the unanimous 
vote by acclamation, were returned to the 
Commissioners as the nominees. For the 
reasons stated Mintzer contested the mat- 
ter. 
The Court dismissed the petition 


without hearing testimony and at the cost 
of the petitioner, which may amount to 
considerable. Judge Yerkes stated that 
were it true a nomination by acclamation 
is not lawful he had presided as Judge il- 
legally for many years, having twice been 
nominated in that fashion. 


A STRONG LOCAL TICKET. 


The Republicans of the county seat 


have named a strong ticket for borough 
and ward offices -which they hope will be 
elected. 
They dare to do nothing more 


than hope for the reason that a lot of Re- 
publicans without any reason persist In 
cutting tickets. 
The "Yon Know me," 


and "always been friends" 
argument 


seems to be a knock-down affair here, and 
the leg-pulling is always done by Demo- 
crats. 
In the way of candidates the party 


has named citizens possessing every quali- 
fication for the offices they seek, or rather 
in this case the offices their friends have 
insisted they shall stand for. 
Among 


them are Hugh B. Eastburn, Esq., Hon. 
Robert M. Yardley, and Eugene Snuman, 
for School Directors, and J. Harrison Wrl- 
son, Commissioner's Clerk Elmer E. Funk 
and Fred T. 
Himmelwright for Town 


Council. The candidates for School Di- 
rectors and Wilson for Town Council holo 
these offices at presnet 
For High Cons- 


tible 
Charles H. Mclntyre is named 


against W Barry Smith, Democrat, and 
present incumbent of the office. 
Ex- 


Sheriff Beans is the candidate opposed to 
Mr. Yardley in the Democratic Second 
ward, and in the First Mr. Eastburn has 
Nathan M. Wiser as1 his opponent. 
The 


borough is Republican except the Second 
ward according to the poll books but no- 
body can foresee what will happen. 


CODNTY COMMITTEE MEETING. 
So far as the Republican county com- 


mittee is concerned there wilt be no report 
in favor of a change in the party rules 
providing for some system of nominating 
candidates other than the present mass 
convention. The sentiment of the com- 
mittee was expressed at a, meeting of that 
body held here on, Sati^rday, when the pro- 
ject w>s killed by a vote of 41 t° 20. A 
resolution fba| preceded the vote on the 
matter of a. pnaqge was, jntroqqaed by 
Charley T. ?qsthutn, of r>rdiey, pwvid* 
(ng fqr the Craitffqrd 
county system, 


which was defeated by a vote of 49 to 110. 
The subject was generally 
discussed, 


frcm the proceedings it Ii clear that not 
only is opinion divided as to the advisabil- 
ity of making a change at all, bnt as to 
what that change should be. Some are in 
favor of a delegate system, others the 
Crawford county system, while to many 
neither would be acceptable. It is not 
likely that the subject will be agitated 
again, at any rate not with success. It 
appears that even in some of the remote 
districts the members of the party are 
opposed to a change 
There is no doubt 


whatever bnt that a majority of Republi- 
cans are not seriously interested in the 
matter. This is shown by the fact tbkt 
tbey failed to instruct the committeemen 
in many districts. It will be up-hill work 
to revive interest in the project in view of 
the action taken by the county commit' 
tee. 
In addition to considering this mat- 


ter the committee arranged for holding 
the state delegate and county convent- 
ions. 
The delegate convention will be 


held at Doylestown on Monday, May 12, 
and the county convention will be held 
here on Monday, September 1. The. 
county chairman was also instructed to 
appoint cpnferrees from Bucks to arrange 
witb representatives 
of 
Montgomery 


county for the fime and place, of the con- 
gressional convention. 


The committee. oflSflimqusly ra-?lepted 


Joseph W. Shelly, ESQ., as county ohajr- 
maq, nqd H,arry A.. Ulayten and Qeorge 
W. Mclptoeh, qf Doylestown, at secreta- 
ries. 
Mr. Shelly was the only candidate 


for county chairman and his re-eleotlon 
was a deserved recognition for his efficient 
services In the past. The meeting of the 
committee was attended by a number of 
Republicans not members of the body 
which shows a lively interest in party 
affairs.

most unanimously voted that the mass 
convention should be abolished, 


Just why the resolutions presented by 


Mr. Eastburn should have been construed 
as factional, is a mystery. Yet on Sat- 
urday morning it was announced in the 
Philadelphia Inquirer that the defeat of 
the resolutions was considered a victory 
for the Stalwarts.

sition to submit the abolition of the mass 
convention to a vote of the people he vig- 
orously opposed it. He forgot, above all, 
to thank God that he had never sold out 
his constituents.

ugar business, and declared that this 
•ould be relieved only by the tariff con- 
essions sought. 
The leading bankers 


f Havanna were refusing further credit I? 
ho planters, said Colonel Bliss, and 
«hon this oocuired it was a sure sign of 
ho distress of the planters. Ho roughly 
stimated the sugar industry of the island 
t $200,000,000, and declared that about 
hree-fourths of the people depended in 
no way or another on the sugar business. 
lo submitted u list of articles on which a 
differential of about 33 per cent in favor 
of tho United States as aauinst other 
entries would give this country the trade 
of the island. 
He explained that in re- 


jorting this to the War Department the 
condition had been imposed on him not to 
reduce the revenues of Cuba. 
Under such 


circumstances, he thought it would bo 
necessary first to raise Cuba's tariff rates 
or purposes of revenue, ana then readjust 
them with a sufficient differential to give 
the United States control of the trade. 
This, he said, was only one of tho plans 
proposed by the War Department. 
When 


nsked if he thought the people of Cuba 
would vote for annotation, Colonel Bliss 
said ho thought they would, but that a 
commercial union with the United States 
would s&tisfy them even better than an- 
nexation. Hie statement seemed to make 
i deeper impression on tho comm.ttee 
than that made thus far by any oue elae.
